HENRI BERGSON HERE
WITH ASSUMED NAME

Great European' Philosopher
Arrived on the New

York.

Prof. Henri Bergson, one of the
greatest philosophers of Europe, arrived
here yostetday on the steamship Ncf
York. Ho registered nt tho Hotol Van-derbl- lt

and then paid a visit to Presi-
dent Nicholas Murray Butler of Co-

lumbia.
Prof. Bergson, who lectures at the

Sorbonno nnd who Is famous the world
over as tho Inaugurator of n new era
In phlloophy, travelled underlthe name
of Henri Bcranger, evidently desiring to

dllantlnr- - til. nrCAnPA Ih this
city, however, became known quickly,
hut when reporters called upon him at
the hotel he said he was not ready to
discuss his Ideas about the war.

"We hnve been llvlng'ntid acting It,
nnd ever' slni'o August 1, 1914, It has
not been out' of dtir minds for a single
moment," he tuld. "I do not feel" equal,
after spending many sleepless dayH on
tho ship, to discus such a big question
this evening. Alter I have been hero a
few weeks I really want to talk about
the war nnd I want to discuss It ierl-cus- ly

nnd thoroughly. I want to answer
definite questions."

Prof. Bergson said ho had corny 16
this country at the imitation of, a num-

ber of friends. He will go Wast for a
few weeks nnd upon his return ho will
bo glad to meet all Interviewers, he said.

LAWYERS AT BLOWS

IN SENATE CORRIDOR

Tatcnt Attorneys Clash Over

rcntiing- - mu ior regis-
tration, of Designs.

Washington,- - Feb. 12. Two patent
attorneys engaged In a. fistic encounter
to-la-y In front of tho Senate committee
room on patent, over which Senator
James presides.

The trouble followed a disagreement
in tho committee meeting over the merits
of tho design registration bill. E. W.

Bradford has been advocating the bill
before tho Senate and House committees
for certain type founders, manu-
facturers- and. silk laco designers who
allege that their designs are "pirated."
failing to get consent to havo the bill
passed at this session, advocates of the
rroasuie aske(l tho committee to report
It favorably, with .the understanding that
It might rest on this prestige and be
considered In a future- - Congress.'

W. W. 'Dodge, another patent attorney,
appeared before the co'mmlttco to
combat the proposal by Mr. Bradford
for the rcpoit He said he spoko for a
committee of the American Patent Bar
Association, which, ho asserted, was
tak'.ng.a referendum .among fts members
on tho" merits of the bill. He asked the
committee to postpone a report on the
bill until the referendum Is over.

Mr. Bradford raised a question 08 to
the credentials of Mr. Dodge tospeak
for the American Patent Bar Associa-
tion. Later the controversy was renewed
outside of the committee room In the
Senate corridor and Anally Bradford told
Dodgo he did not llko the stories he had
been telling and struck him. The two
men clinched. William V. Illohardson.
clerk of the Patents Committee, ran out
of tho ccimmlttee meeting and separated
tho combatants.

The committee decided to postpono the
bill until a future Congress.

President Will Ho Asked by
Federal Trade Hoard to Ap-

prove Appropriation.

HEPOItT DUE IN 0 MONTHS

Department1 of Agriculture
Says Costs in 1910 Went

Up 10 to 100 P. C.

Wabiiinoton. Feb. 12. Approval of a
MOO.000 appropriation will bo asked of
President Wlhfon by tho Federal Trade
Commission nnd tho Department of
Agriculture for the food price Investiga-
tion they are about to start at his direc-
tion. The Inquiry will start ns soon as
the money Is available and a plm of
organization worked out. It will go
deeply-Int- o charges of price manipula-
tion and restraints of trade In vlol.-ylo-

of the anti-tru- st laws.
At least six months will bo required,

It was said before any sort of
a report can be made, and a yeur Is tho
estlmato of the period necessary for a
complete Inquiry Into tho underlying
cause of advqnclng food costs. The De-
partment of Agriculture has gathered a
mass of detail concerning production,
distribution nnd consumption of food-
stuffs. Here Its powers have ended, and
the trade, commission, possessing In-
quisitorial functions, will take up the
burden of the work. Data gathered by
tho Department of Justlco In Its cost of
living Investigation will be turned over
to tno trade commission for uso In the
now Inquiry.

Probe to He Urnnil In !cope.
The trade commission's nlm will hje

to cover every side of the food situation,
Its observations will include the wrk
of the farmer, tho packer, the commis-
sion dealer, the wholesaler and tho

Experts will go' Into every' detail
of fond production, distribution and con-
sumption. A new division will bo estab-
lished tho sole duty of which will be to
hx the responsibility for high prices.
Under the law creating tho trade com-
mission Its has powers In that direction
possessed by no other agency of the nt

nnd ample authority to take
any measures found necessary to make
the Investigation successful.

Applauded.

FLAG INSULT RESENTED

Lafayette Young Asks What
Lincoln "Would Have Done

About Lusitania.

The sentences most applauded Uy tho
600 men nnd women who gathered In
the Krand ballroom of the Wuldorf last
nlgln for the thirty-fir- st annual Lincoln
dinner of tho Republican Club of Vcw
"ork wero these, uttered by James It.

Shellleld, president of the club nud chair-
man of the celebration :

"The duly of Is to prepare.
Ho who would not light for his blrth-tj- ht

nnd tho protection of his flag is a
etJward and u traitor. When the Ameri-
can flag flying at tho masthead of a
ship assassinated on tho high teas sinks
beneath the waves there goes down not
only property and human lives but the
sovereignty of a nation. A country that
will not fight to keep Its flag and alt It

stands for ulloat doesn't deserve to have
a Lincoln." '

Tho handclapplng was not so em-
phatic when Mr. Sheflleld added :

"A military power which seeks to de-

stroy that symbol of our freedom must
Itself be destroyed If freedom is to live.''

Tho chairman was tho only speaker
who ventured to touch closely the Ameri-
can topic of the hour. He said, after
ofTcrlnj a toast to the' President of the
United Stites, that under the Inspiration
of Lincoln's name Americans forgot the
things wherein they differed and reniem-lere- d

only tho things for which he lived
and died. '

"Our nation." he continued, "Is stand-
ing by the sbjiro of dark wnters on a
deeply troubled bea. When nt Gettys-
burg Lincoln said that government of the
fieople. by the iwoplo and for the people
should not perish from the earth, he was
speaking a prophecy that Is being fulfilled

on the battlefields of Ihirope."

I'litirs Wave In Balconies.
A gust of cheering rippled the hun-

dreds of American Hags along the bal-
conies when Mr. Sheffield closed with
this-

"No one wants war. but there may be
'lines. If freedom and liberty are to be
kept on earth, when there may bo no
other way. 1'eaco with honor, yes hut
there can be no peace without it!"

Speaking of possibly decadent patriot-
ism. Lafayette Young, owner of the Des
Moines Cop(fl and former United States
Senator, caused laughter with the re-
mark "You know a fat dog won't hunt."
He told of going to lhiropo on tho next
to tho last trip of the Lusitania.

"Would Lincoln have sunk the Lusi-
tania If thu hud ben a Confederate
ship"" he den anded.

"No!" roared the Bepubllcan Club.
"Would hnve sunk the Lusitania

If she had been a Federal ship?"
Again the response was "No! No!

No ! ' ami Mr. Young observed, "Well,
there we havo the morality of the
Fnlted States. '

Ho also told of the Lusltanla's cap-
tain raising the American Hag on his
ship In the submarine Infested waters
off Ireland.

"When we got to Kngland," he said,
"they asked me what I thought of rais-
ing the American ll.tg on a llrlltsh ship.
I replied. 'I'm no laver. but I do know
this; If's the best Hag tho British ever
raked.' '

Another of Mr. Young's sayings was.
"I'd no more admit tii American cltlxen-shl- p

tho German sailors on the ships
Interned hero than I'd fly"

Our danger Is not that
6f Lincoln's time, sectional strife, he
said, but that small, selfish groups will
love till concern for tho common wel-
fare.

"our wholo tendency Is toward the
development of an exaggerated Indi-
vidualism," he suld, "which we must
endeavor by ecry means of education
and example to overcome. To this end
the plan of unlversnl military icrvleo.
now so generally under discussion, will
be of significant aid. It Is not merely
that sucli a measure naturally provides
nn nderiuate national defence; It tend?
In largrr measure to pteservo tho spirit
of our national unity."

How the spirit of Lincoln Is march-
ing on In tho piesvnt war Dr. Hlbben
Illustrated from :i letter he received
from a friend who was In l'ngland dur-liiKt-

"Lincoln has Indeed become the type,
the symbol und the Incarnation to other
peoples tho world over of that which
they prize above even life Itself," suld
Dr. Hlbben. "Theiv Is nn French hero
who is more highly revered among the
Cfmmon people of Franco than Abraham
Lincoln."

Five
shots wero fired, four of which took ef-

fect in the neck and body of young Klp-
pax. Ho was picked up by persons re-

turning from church, hut was dead.
The owner of t4Ptore declares that

Klppax was a friend of his family and
was in tho habit of entering tho place
and getting candy when ho wished and
had his permission to do so. Tiio boy
w.im a student of tho high school nnd
had a bank account of $800.

BREWERS PRAISED

FOR ENFORCING LAW

Committee of Fourteen Com-

mends Their Work Against
Vicious Saloons.

The Committee of Fourteen, which de-

votes most of Its energies to suppressing
Haines law hotels and other disorderly
resotts, gives much praise In Its annual
report to the cooperation of tho brew-
ers, who by their actlvo participation In
the work of the committee have been a
pow-frfu- l fort In putting vicious sa-

loons and hotels out of business. The
committee, of which the llcv. Dr. John
P. Peters Is chairman, gives soveral In-

stances of hotels which wero forced to
cloo for the one reason that tho brew-
ers, on the complaint of tile commit-
tee's secretnry, refused to furnish liquor.

"When the committee commenced Its
work It was commsnly understood that
the brewers were behind ull tho disor-
derly houses and improper resorts of the
city," says Dr. Peters. "It wus the opin-
ion of this committee that tho brewers
did not realize what they wcro doing.
nnd that the wisest plan was to obtain
the facts, lay tho situation before them
and ask them In the nnmo of common
decency to clean up the resorts which
uie uircciiy or iimirccuy

"Tho appeal of the committee met with
almost Instant response, and from that
day to this the brewers have cooperated
with the committee. Moreover, this co-

operation has steadily Increased until
It can be said that thero Is no

brewer In New York who does not re
spond to a complaint from the commit-
tee. They have also offered to coopernto
financially."

Another great aid to the committee
haa been the cooperation of the surety
companies, which havo refused to write
the bonds required before a license Is Is-

sued If the person who asked for the bond
was the proprietor of a place which the
committee classed as disorderly. The
courts too have so Improved their prac-
tice In handling cases Involving disor-
derly houses and women that the ef-

fectiveness of their work has been
greatly Incrensed.

The committee, however, criticises se
verely tho work of the Kxciso Depart-
ment.

"What the present commissioner has
dono during the last year," says Dr.
Peters, "Is told by the secretaries In
their report ; what he has left undone
Is vastly greater. Despite fair prom-
ises, doubtless based on Inten
tions, the Kxrlse Department, legally a
Htato ponce ror tno control or thu lluuor
traffic, is so far as New York
city Is concerned, a negligible factor for
law enforcement.

"With adequate counsel and a force of
special agents at his disposal, the com-
missioner has failed to bring a single
revocation proceeding on the ground of
disorderly or even of unlawful snles of
liquor by thoo who conduct disrepu-
table resorts, a proceeding n hereby the
proprietors or men puces n- v be penal-
ized when It is Impossible to secure lccnl
evidence of Immoral use."
